Ausfralia's deepest sympathy goes out 
this week to Dame Enid Lyons in her 
great sorrow. 

It is a sad coincidence that her hus 
band's death should have occurred while 
plorts for the celebration ot their wed- 
ding anniversary on April 28 were about 
to be considered 

11'HEN word came through to Dame Enid 
W Lyons In Tasmania that her husband 
xu, seriously 111 in Sydney, there was 
(jjorapteristically. no doubt in her mind a-» 
to That she should do. 

She had to be near Joe. She had been by 
hi> >lde In many a crisis before, had helped 
him triumph o^er what seemed lnsurmount 
»bir obstacles. 

So she caught the plane from Tasmania 
jnd was soon by his side again at a time 
when he needed her most. 

Ho one was more aware of the grave 
dinner to hla life of even a slight chill. She 
had seen the effect upon his health of the 
long months of intense strain during the 
most critical period in Australia's history 
She knew that he had beeu working a! 
terrific pressure to ensure his country's pre- 
paredness 11 the worst should happen ant' 
•tv Empire should be plunged into war. 

Both Mr. Lyons and Dame Enid had beer 
looking forward with keen anticipation tt 
i quiet, homely celebration of their 24th 
Bedding anniversary. 

Last year, because Mr. Lyons had to at 
tend a loan Council meeting m Melbourne 
they were unable to be together on thai 
important occasion. But when she went 
into her room at their home in Devonport 
Tasmania, she found orchids on her pillow 
Orchids . . . They were a symbol of the 
Lyons' success. There hadn't been orchid- 
ia the days of their courtship, when Joe 
Lyon*, the young school-teacher, rode mllfi 
to we her on his push bicycle. Orchids djil 
run come until years later— years of 
work and hardship. 

The story of the Lyons' has no 
parallel In Australian politics. His 
career was always hers. 

In the very early days, when ahe 
was little Enid Burnell. she wanted 
to be a school-teacher because Joe 
was a school-teacher. Joe often came 
to her home near Smithton. a small 
Tasmanlan North -West Coast town 
at flrst to sec her parents and, as she 
grew older, because he had fallen 
deeply In love with her.

Their Marriage 

.JOE LYONS became a responsible 
cittzen very early In life. When 
nine his lather's health broke down, 
and Joe' earned 3,'- a week as an 
errand boy. When he was twelve two 
maiden aunts with whom he was liv- 
ing sent him to school. 

He skipped class after etasa . . . 
At fifteen he was a paid, monitor at 
£15 a year" At 17 he qualified as a 
!"«cher in the Education Department, 
relieving In outback schools 

During his courting years he worked 
■it many jobs, cutting scrub and. later, 
setting type and reading proofs for 
the "Coastal News." 

After a few years' teaching he went 
to the Teachers' Training College and 
risked expulsion by expounding his 
views on free education and reforms 
in public instruction. 

Taking advantage of the attention 
he had attracted he stood lor Parlia- 
ment, was elected, and become Tas- 
mania's Minister for Education. 

In the midst of all this excitement 
he married Enid Burnell. who hud 
followed his carerr with admiring 
interest, 

When her husband began lo read 
•aw Mrs, Lyons studied taw, too. 

Money was scarce In their early 
married life, and the only diversion 
from domesticity for young Mrs 
^yonj was her honorary Job as con- 
ductor of the choir x Sacred Heart 
Church at New Town, near Hobarl 



So her husband learned to cook 
At that time there were six children 
In the Lyons family, and someone had 
to cook the Sunday dinner while Mrs. 
Lyons was conducting the choir at 
church service. 

2"ruzt fj why the man rcno could 
represent six million people at Empire 
Conferences in London. Kho coaftf 
sfeer the destinies of hit country for 
seven croicded years, could also aire 
an expert hand in the kitchen. 

Dame Enid Lyons was not elected 
when she stood for Parliament her- 
self, but she has always taken an 
active part In her husband's election 
campaigns 

Many times the natural charm and 
simple eloquence of her speeches have 
delighted critical audiences. 

She has travelled to England twice 
as "unofficial ambassador." When 
she accompanied her husband to Eng- 
land for the Coronation she was de- 
scribed as Australia's finest and most 
charming ambassador. 

Quier Family Life 

|K)LTTICAL troubles and successes 
have never been allowed to inter- 
fere with the Lyons' family life. 

Besides the official home of thF 
Prime Minister at Canberra, there ha? 
always been the family home in Tas- 
mania— a quiet haven where **r 
Lyons could retire from the lime. 
whenever possible and be with his 
wife and family. 

To enable them to reach their home 
quickly. Mr Lyons and Dame Enid 
made frequent us* of the Bass 
Strait air service. It was agreed, 
however, that they would never fly 
at the same time, bo that, In the event 
of an accident, one of them would be 
left to look after the family. 

Several years ago Mrs. Lyons was 
seriously 111 in the Mercy Hoopltal, 
Melbourne. As Parliament was sit- 
ting, her husband could not be near 



her all the time, but he made fre- 
quent trips from Canberra and the 
hospital provided him with a room 
next to his wife's so that he could 
be near her during the anxious days 
of her Illness. 

Through all the crowded years of 
her husband's career Dame Enid has 
guided the destinies of the family, 
helping them with their school 
lessons, nursing them through child- 
hood illnesses, yet finding lime to 
tour hundreds of miles to address 
election meeting*. 

Call To Leadership 

Mr. Lyons resigned from the Tas- 
mania^ Parliament in 1929. While 
their ninth child iras a baby in arms 
Mrs. Lyons helped him in his elec- 
tion campaign for the Federal seat 
of Wllmot. Later cume his appoint- 
ment as Prime Minister. 

The eldest five children are now 
grown up. The eldest, Desmond, aged 
S3, works with AustraUan Chemical 
Industries. Sheila, aged 21, the eldest 
daughter, who has largely shouldered 
the responsibility of the housekeeping 
during the last few years since her 
mother's health has not been good 
Is engaged to be married. 

Kathertne, aged 19, is studying 
massage. 

The other children are Enid 20 
Molra 17. Kevin 16. Brendun 12, Barry 
1 1. Rosemary 10, Peter 8. and Janice 8 

The Lyons family la a world-wide 
legend. 

When the youngest child. Janice, 
was born a German newspaper de- 
scribed Mr. Lyons as the world s "child 
richest" c'klnderrelchste") Prime 
Minister. 

Dame Enid has confirmed in her 
own life her view that a woman can 
combine home life with a career pro- 
vided the family take first place. In 
fact, she is a "family woman" In her 
public as well as her private life. 



Australia Ls her fumily. She takes a keen 
interest in all matter* relating to the wel- 
fare of women and children, and hag taken 
an active part, as an executive member, in 
a number of women's and children's organ- 
isations. 

■They've talked with Kings and Queens, 
both ot them, nor lost the common touch," 
has been said of Mr. and Dame Enid Lyons. 

This "homely touch" was one of the 
reasons why the Australian Prime Minister 
and his wife were cheered almost as heartily 
as the Koyal Family in the many proces- 
sions they took part in d\inng the Corona- 
tion ceremonies. 

In the early days of her married life in 
Tasmania Dame Enid always had her frocks 
made simply by a local dressmaker. 

As the years went on and she became the 
wife of Australia's Prime Minister she did 
not change this habit, and so proud was 
she of it that when, as Australia's official 
representatives, she and Mx. Lyons went to 
London for the Jubilee or King George V. 
Dame Enid took a wardrobe made entirely 
by local dressmakers. 

The only gawn she has ever had made 
rmtside Australia was that of silver lame 
which she wore when she was presented 
at Court. She has since always referred la 
it laughingly as "my silver jubilee dress." 

When they arrived in London they were 
met by an impressive group of diplomats 
in morning suits, and several representative 
women. While Mr. Lyons talked solemnly 
with the diplomats. Dame Enid greeted Lady 
Astor. MP. 

"How nice of you to meet us." said Dame 
Enid in the natural manner of two women 
meeting for a day in town. "And thla Is 
my Sheila," She added by way of Intro- 
ducing her eldest daughter. 

Now Death has broken the loving com- 
panionship of many years, and the nation 
joins with the Lyons lamtly in their great 
'irrow 

Expressions of sympathy have been 
sent to Dame Enid Lyons from all 
over the world. Among the first to 
cable were their Majesties the King 
and Queen end the Duke and Duchess 
of Kelt. Thousands of messages con- 
tinue to pour in from every part of 
Australia 



Ideal Wife, Ideal Mother 

Dame Mary Hughes, wife of the 
Minister tor External Aft airs t Mr. W. 
M. Hughest. summed up the feelings 
of Australian women when she said.- 

"All Australians and peoples of the 
Empire mourn with Dame Enid in 
her sad and irreparable loss. She Ls 
genuinely loved by all who know her. 

"Dame Enid has at all time-, and In 
all circumstances shown courage and 
fortitude, and ,. Indeed an inspira- 
tion to us all. She was an ideal wife, 
and Is an ideal mother, and a loyal 
and loving friend. 

"Her comradeship with her hus- 
band was complete and admirable. I 
know of many case* in which she was 
scarcely able, through Indisposition, 
to go on Journeys with her hu.iband 
in pursuance of his political work and 
duties in various States. Yet ahe did 
so. under great sacrifice and without 
a murmur. Such women are rare." 

The Some-coming or the Prime 
Minister to his native State will be 
remembered as one of the most 
lwignant chapters of Australian 
history. 

Dame Enid and her family had 
hoped that it would not be long be- 
fore Mr. Lyons would be able to reLire 
from his strenuous political activities 
and return to spend the remaining 
years of his life amid the peace and 
quiet of the home that he loved so 
dearly.

Entrance to social life Is there- 
fore made by presentation at a Royal 
Court. It is because of this that I 
have chosen the question of presen- 
tation as an appropriate opening to 
the subject of this took. 

First of all, only a married woman 
who has herself been presented can 
make a presentation, and the whole 
responsibility rests upon her. 

People often ask: "How can I get 
presented? To whom must I apply? What must 
I do?" and so on. 

The answer is fftat then can do nothing other 
than find some friend or relation who. being in 
a position to do so. will undertake the presenta- 
tion . 

She It Is who must make application in due 
form at the proper time, and she it Is who Is 
responsible for the girl or married woman whom 
she presents. 

The exception to this is found In the wives of 
men in official positions (such as High Commis- 
sioners and Ageots-aeneral), in which case the 
presentation is made by the wife of the official 
chief. 

(In the case of Australians application for pr«Mniati<m 
It Hindu through the office of the High Cammluloiuu or 
Ml Anem-t.icllfr.ii. imiwBi ttin applicant haE a relative or 
close friend anionic peerc-aaei privileged to mofcz presen- 
tations. > 

Only one presentation can be made at a tune, 
except tn the case of a daughter or daughter- 
in-law, when one other presentation can also be 
made— that Is, unless a lady presenting her 
daughter has been herself presented for the first 
time at the same Court, In that case she may 
not make a second presentation. 

METHODS OF PRESENTATION 

J^O one who is divorced, no matter whether the 
"innocent party" or not, can, under ordin- 
ary circumstances, attend Court, 

In the case of "official" presentations the usual 
rules «s to numbers do not exist, and the wives 
of Ministers and of heads of departments often 
attend over and over again. 

"With such presentations as these the responsi- 
bility for the individual presented Is not a per- 
sonal one, but rests with the department con- 
cerned. 

The first thing to do, then, is to decide who Is 
to make the presentation. 

In the case of the debutante whose schoolroom 
days are Just over, It would naturally be her 
mother; and if for one reason or another the 
mother had not herself received this social 
Imprimatur before, she would herself be pre- 
sented, and immediately afterwards present her 
daughter. 

Otherwise the wife of the head of her house 
Often acts as social sponsor to its debutante 
member, or some aunt or cousin performs the 
kindly act. Naturally, social prestige is con- 
ferred by the rank of the lady making the pre- 
sentation other than the mother. 

The second occasion on which a girl Is pre- 
sented 13 after her marriage, and then the pre- 
sentation should be made by her mother-in-law 
or some other representative of her husband's 
family. 

And a possible third occasion occurs on acces- 
sion to any specific dignity or position, as when 
a Peer succeeds to the family honors, or a new 
title is bestowed; or when the husband has re- 
ceived an important appointment, when the wile 
who shares in her husband's distinction is ones 
more presented. 

Sometimes, again, marriage provides the first 
occasion, or In these days of woman's activities

and distinctions an older woman may be pre- 
sented for the first time. But these do not affect 
the procedure to be followed. 

The announcement of Their Majesties' inten- 
tion to hold Courts, and the dates decided upon, 
is made by the Lord Chamber- 
Iain at the end of the year, 
through the medium of the 
"aawtte." and thence to the lead- 
ing dally papers. 

Those who desire to make pre- 
sentations should send In their 
applications on January 1 (not 
before) or as soon after as pos- 
sible, for there Is naturally a very 
large number, and applications 
may exceed the limitations put 
upon attendances, so that late- 
comers find themselves faced with 
the risk of having to wait another 
year. Such applications should 
be addressed to: 

The Lord Chamberlain, 
Ceremonial Department, 
St James' Palace, 
S.W. 

and should state briefly that 
"So-nnd-5o desires Their Majes- 
ties' gracious permission to attend 
one of the Courts and present her 
daughter," or whoever it may be. 

It Is permissible to state the 
Court which would be most con- 
venient to attend. In response, 
particulars as to parentage, etc., 
are asked for in ordinary cases, 
and must be given as Indicated. 

If the request is granted. In due 
course (about three weeks before 
the date of the Court) the Im- 
portant Summons cards are sent 
out which state that "the Lord 
Chamberlain 13 commanded by 
Then- Majesties to summon 8o- 
and-So to the Court on such 
and such a date" — the time 
being always 10 pit. 



Accompanying these cards are 
smaller ones bearing the names, titles, 
etc.. of anyone to be present. These 
must be given up to the Gentleman 
of the Court awaiting them at the 
entrance to the Presence Itself. 

The command must be acknow- 
ledged to the Lord Chamberiain in 
suitable terms without delay; and like 
all such things IS a command and 
therefore must be obeyed unless some 
untoward circumstance renders It 
impossible. 

This, where Courts are concerned, 
must be something of an emergency 
nature, such as sudden illness or the 
death of a near relative. 
In such a case, a letter stating the circum- 
stances must be sent at once to the Lord Cham- 
berlain. The accepted way to write all letters of 
this kind will be found In a later chapter. 

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE 

^5 we have seen, those in diplomatic or official 
circles have special rules to guide them. 
Others come Into the general circle, and the 
question often arises as to who are entitled to 
seek the privilege of presentation at Court. 

At one time this was easily answered, for the 
line of demarcation was clearly drawn, while 
the ups and downs of wealth— which must Inevit- 
ably play its part in the solution of the question 
—had not received the Impetus responsible for 
the conditions of to-day. 

And this from both points of view, for not oniy 
does the possession of ample means often bring 
with it position, but their absence materially 
affects the outlook of many who by birth or posi- 
tion, or bath, are entitled to the privilege of pre- 
sentation and all that it confers.

ledge, the loos' moat reluctant gift 

And always, every day. she sot her 



papers out on the kitchen ;aW« and 
wrote % tew lines — prose, verse, 
whatever came. It always came. The 
phr&MS wound themselves hi and 
out like the slow utreamcre of the 
fog. and she wove them Into the 
little webs that were csktilim her 
fame and fortune. And though both 
.j'.. and fortune were along such 
modest hues that she could afford 
to nhure tbem with only her nearest 
and dearest, even this sharing was 
delicious to her wounded heart. 

Gradually solr-rvrrjwr: came bark, 
and with It happuurss Bonur was 
absorbed now in the most fascinat- 
ing business In the World: the busi- 
ness ta which all lonely hearts reach 
Instinctively. Bhe wrote steadily: 
poems and short stories, sketches 
and plays. She found her grand- 
mother's Civil War diary and built 
about It the labnc of a novel. Day 
alter rt«y. hour alter hour she 
seurched through books and old 
magazines lor (tetaih; that would 
make It true, and when she was tired 
of reading she could sit dreaming 
now, building her castles of the 
brain. 

The old diary was a »reu£ure. The 
dim candlelight of the old South, the 
tarlatan dresses ana wreaths of 
roses, the scent of msgnoKn and the 
galloping hoots of beautiful horses 
Itvrrd again. Pemls Dlnsmore was 
llirl.liig Willi Northern officers In old 
Baton Rouge; she was running from 
a burning tsrwn in a wild rabble of 
weepine colored women and 
frightened children; she was In New 
Orleans, setting her lips, righting 
back her tears as she took the oath 
of allegiance and signed for rations 
at the bitter end. 

Honor pored over the artless hls- 
torr of • girl's lu-art. set forth golly, 
tleroely, angrily, giddily on the ltttle 
pages; she relived It herself, en- 
larging it. letting her imagination 
play over it, finding material wu 
only too plentifully at hand. Bret 
Harte and Mark Twain and Stod- 
dard contributed their share; she 
was steeped tn the atmosphere of a 
day long dead, and tasted the Joy 
of research for the first time in her 
life. 

The novel, changed, unfinished, 
hung Arc. but the short stories 
began shyly lo sell; a month cams 
when she was represented In two dif- 
ferent magazines. She won a flve- 
hundred-doUor prtw; sold a sketch 
to the movies.
